Bread and Balter Holla. 

There Is a knack about preparing the 
daluty bread uml butter rolls for lunch¬ 
eon or the fi o'clock tea that not every 
hniiwkceper posses*e*. To roll eusily 
the bread must pot be more than a 
day old. while the loaves should not be 
more th&p five or six Inches In diame¬ 
ter. Cut^tbe slices very tliln with a 
sharp kntfo. buttering each time before 
slicing. Trim tiff the crust aud roll 
lightly, pressing Just ennngh to have 
the folds adhere If preferred, the 
bread can l»e spread with a flne paste 
of shrimp, anchovy, chicken, cream 
cheese, salad or tig before rolling. For 
childrens pnrtlet or occasions when 
frills seem desirable these UHle rolls 
are tied with belie rlbtmti. but as rib¬ 
bon adds nothing to their toothsome¬ 
ness it Is liest dispensed with under 
ordinary circumstances.
